National statistics disclose
that there were approximately
11,000 accidental deaths among
children 1 to 14 years of age
in 1962, a figure which shows
[ that accidents Kkill more chil-
dren in this age gioup than
any disease, Child Health Day,
which was Oct. 7 this year,
focused attention on the prob-
lem of childhood accidents, and
leaders in child health and wel-
fare hope they have stimulated
accident preventive activities
among all interested persons.

The reduction in fatal acci-
dents among children has been
about the same as the relative
decreases in mortality from
disease. But accidents, alone,
continue to be the single lead-
ing cause of death among chil-
dren, particularly among boys.

Progress in accident preven-
tion is, of course, being made.
Over the last 12 years in the
United States, close to a one-
third reduction in childhood
mortality was achieved, which,
though due in part to decreases
in deaths from the principal
communicable diseases, was
also due to the considerable
decrease in accidental child-
hood deaths.

DIFFERENT HAZARDS im-
peril different ages, Fatal acci-
dents during infancy are most
oftern caused by a fall, a fire,
an automobile accident, or by
suffocation,

Poisoning is a more frequent
cause of death between one
and four than at any other
age, and from ages five to
nine accidental deaths are most
frequently due to the child be-
ing hit by an automobile, or to
drowning or burning. Between
the ages of 10 and 14, most
fatal accidents are caused
ecither by the misuse of fire-
arms, riding in an automobile,
or by drowning.

After the age of 15, highway
accidents become a more seri-
ous hazard, One out of every
five lives lost on the road, ac-
cording to a release from the
Children's Bureau, is a boy or
young man between the ages
15 and 24,
